In  March  1980  Francis  Coppola 
purchased  the  dilapidated 
Hollywood  General  Studios 
facility  with  the  hope  and  dream 
of  creating  a  radically  new  kind 
of  studio,  one  that  would  revolu¬ 
tionize  filmmaking,  challenge 
the  established  studio  machinery, 
and,  most  importantly,  allow 
him  to  make  movies  as  he 
wished.  With  this  event  at  the 
center  of  Whom  God  Wishes  to 
Destroy,  Jon  Lewis  offers  a 
behind-the-scenes  view  of 
Coppola’s  struggle — that  of  the 
industry’s  best-known  auteur — 
against  the  changing  realities  of 
the  New  Hollywood  of  the  1980s. 

Coppola’s  bold  plans  seemed 
promising  at  first,  but  his 
Zoetrope  Studio  was  in  business 
for  less  than  four  years  and  up 
for  auction  in  less  than  two.  By 
the  time  its  sale  was  inevitable, 
the  studio  had  released  just  one 
feature,  the  much  misunderstood 
One  From  the  Heart.  Although 
common  wisdom  holds  that 
Coppola  bankrupted  the  studio 
with  this  ill-conceived,  overly 
expensive  movie,  Whom  God 
Wishes  to  Destroy  reveals  a  more 
complex  truth  involving  a  much 
larger  corporate  drama  and  an 
industry  unsure  of  how  to 
handle  tremendous  change. 

Presenting  a  Hollywood  history 
steeped  in  the  trade  news, 
rumor,  and  gossip  that  propel 
the  industry,  Lewis  unfolds 
something  of  a  cautionary  tale 
about  power  and  independence, 
the  privilege  of  ownership,  and 
the  role  of  the  auteur  in  the 
American  cinema.  From  before 
the  success  of  The  Godfather  to 
the  eventual  triumph  of 
Apocalypse  Now ;  through  the 
critical  upheaval  of  the  eighties 
and  movies  like  Rumble  Fish , 
Hammett,  and  Peggy  Sue  Got 


Married-,  and  toward  the  produc¬ 
tions  of  Bram  Stoker’s  Dracula 
and  Kenneth  Branagh’s 
Frankenstein  in  the  nineties, 
Francis  Coppola’s  career 
becomes  the  lens  through  which 
Lewis  examines  the  nature  of 
making  movies  and  doing  busi¬ 
ness  in  Hollywood  today. 

Euripides  said,  “Those  whom 
God  wishes  to  destroy,  he  first 
makes  mad.”  Coppola  once  sug¬ 
gested  that  success  in  show  busi¬ 
ness,  not  madness,  is  what  really 
precedes  divine  destruction.  Jon 
Lewis’s  book  is  for  all  those  read¬ 
ers  interested  in  contemporary 
American  film,  the  business  of 
Hollywood,  or  an  industry  in 
which  success  and  madness  may 
very  well  be  confused.

Barbie’s  Queer  Accessories 
Erica  Rand 


She’s  skinny,  white,  and  blond. 
She’s  Barbie — an  icon  of  femi¬ 
ninity  to  generations  of 
American  girls.  She’s  also  multi¬ 
ethnic  and  straight — or  so  says 
Mattel,  Barbie’s  manufacturer. 
But,  as  Barbie’s  Queer  Accessories 
demonstrates,  many  girls  do 
things  with  Barbie  never  seen  in 
any  commercial.  Erica  Rand 
looks  at  the  corporate  marketing 
strategies  used  to  create  Barbie’s 
versatile  (She’s  a  rapper!  She’s  an 
astronaut!  She’s  a  bride!)  but 
nonetheless  premolded  and  still 
predominantly  white  image. 
Rand  weighs  the  values  Mattel 
seeks  to  embody  in  Barbie — 
evident,  for  example,  in  her 
improbably  thin  waist  and  her 
heterosexual  partner— against 
the  naked,  dyked  out,  transgen- 
dered,  and  trashed  versions 
favored  by  many  juvenile  owners 
and  adult  collectors  of  the  doll. 

Rand  begins  by  focusing  on  the 
production  and  marketing  of 
Barbie,  starting  in  1959,  including 
Mattel’s  numerous  tie-ins  and 
spin-offs.  These  variations,  which 
include  the  much-promoted 
multiethnic  Barbies  and  the 
controversial  Earring  Magic  Ken, 
helped  make  the  doll  one  of  the 
most  profitable  toys  on  the 
market.  In  lively  chapters  based 
on  extensive  interviews,  the 
author  discusses  adult  testimony 
from  both  Barbie  “survivors” 
and  enthusiasts  and  explores 
how  memories  of  the  doll  fit  into 
women’s  lives.  Finally,  Rand 
looks  at  cultural  reappropriations 
of  Barbie  by  artists,  collectors, 
and  especially  lesbians  and  gay 
men,  and  considers  resistance  to 
Barbie  as  a  form  of  social  and 
political  activism. 

Illustrated  with  photographs  of 
various  interpretations  and 
alterations  of  Barbie,  this  book 
encompasses  both  Barbie  glori¬ 
fication  and  abjection  as  it 


testifies  to  the  irrefutably  com¬ 
pelling  qualities  of  this  best¬ 
selling  toy.  Anyone  who  has 
played  with  Barbie — or,  more 
importantly,  thought  or  worried 
about  playing  with  Barbie — will 
find  this  book  fascinating.

“^Entiendes?”  is  literally  trans¬ 
lated  as  “Do  you  understand?  Do 
you  get  it?”  But  those  who  do 
“get  it”  will  also  hear  within  this 
question  a  subtler  meaning: 

“Are  you  queer?  Are  you  one  of 
us?”  The  issues  of  gay  and  lesbian 
identity  represented  by  this 
question  are  explored  for  the 
first  time  in  the  context  of 
Spanish  and  Hispanic  literature 
in  this  groundbreaking  anthology. 

Combining  intimate  knowledge 
of  Spanish-speaking  cultures 
with  contemporary  queer  theory, 
these  essays  address  texts  that 
share  both  a  common  language 
and  a  concern  with  lesbian,  gay, 
and  bisexual  identities.

Contributing  to  an 
archaeology  of  queer  discourses, 
iEntiendes?  also  includes  impor¬ 
tant  studies  of  terminology  and 
encoded  homosexuality  in 
Argentine  literature  and 
Caribbean  journalism  of  the  late 
nineteenth  century. 

Whether  considering  homosex¬ 
ual  panic  in  the  stories  of  Borges, 
performances  by  Latino  AIDS 
activists  in  Los  Angeles,  queer 
lives  in  turn-of-the-century 
Havana  and  Buenos  Aires,  or  the 


mapping  of  homosexual  geogra¬ 
phies  of  1930s  New  York  in 
Lorca’s  “Ode  to  Walt  Whitman,” 
}Entiendes?  is  certain  to  stir 
interest  at  the  crossroads  of 
sexual  and  national  identities 
while  proving  to  be  an  invaluable 
resource.

The  great  nineteenth-century 
tragedienne  known  simply  as 
Rachel  was  the  first  dramatic 
actress  to  achieve  international 
fame.

In  Tragic 
Muse ,  Rachel  M.  Brownstein 
reveals  the  life  of  la  grande 
Rachel  and  explores — at  the 
boundary  of  biography,  fiction, 
and  cultural  history — the  con¬ 
nections  between  this  self-dra¬ 
matizing  woman  and  her  image. 

Born  to  itinerant  Jewish  peddlers 
in  1821,  Rachel  arrived  on  the 
Paris  stage  at  the  age  of  fifteen. 
She  became  both  a  symbol  of  her 
culture’s  highest  art  and  a  clue 
to  its  values  and  obsessions. 
Fascinated  with  all  things 
Napoleonic,  she  was  the  mother 
of  Napoleon’s  grandson  and  the 
lover  of  many  men  connected  to 
the  emperor.  Her  story — the  rise 
from  humble  beginnings  to 
queen  of  the  French  state  theater 
— echoes  and  parodies 
Napoleon’s  own.  She  decisively 
controlled  her  career,  her  time, 
and  finances  despite  the  actions 
and  claims  of  managers,  suitors, 
and  lovers.  A  woman  of  excep¬ 
tional  charisma,  Rachel  embodied 
contradiction  and  paradox.  She 
captured  the  attention  of  her 
time  and  was  memorialized  in 
the  works  of  Matthew  Arnold, 
Charlotte  Bronte,  George  Eliot, 
and  Henry  James. 


Richly  illustrated  with  portraits, 
photographs,  and  caricatures, 
Tragic  Muse  combines  brilliant 
literary  analysis  and  exceptional 
historical  research.

Ours  is  a  century  of  uprooted- 
ness,  with  fewer  and  fewer 
people  living  out  their  lives 
where  they  are  born.  At  such  a 
time,  in  such  a  world,  what  does 
it  mean  to  be  “at  home?”

Something  of  a  nomad  himself, 
having  lived  in  New  Zealand, 
Sierra  Leone,  England,  France, 
Australia,  and  the  United  States, 
Jackson  is  deft  at  capturing  the 
ambiguities  of  home  as  a  lived 
experience  among  the  Warlpiri. 
Blending  narrative  ethnography, 
empirical  research,  philosophy, 
and  poetry,  he  focuses  on  the 
existential  meaning  of  being  at 
home  in  the  world.  Here  home 
becomes  a  metaphor  for  the 
intimate  relationship  between 
the  part  of  the  world  a  person 
calls  “self’  and  the  part  of  the 
world  called  “other.”  To  speak  of 
“at-homeness,”  Jackson  suggests, 
implies  that  people  everywhere 
try  to  strike  a  balance  between 
closure  and  openness,  between 
acting  and  being  acted  upon, 
between  acquiescing  in  the  given 
and  choosing  their  own  fate.  His 
book  is  an  exhilarating  journey 
into  this  existential  struggle, 
responsive  at  every  turn  to  the 
political  questions  of  equity  and 
justice  that  such  a  struggle 
entails.

Marking  the  centenary  of  the 
birth  of  Laszlo  Moholy-Nagy 
(1895-1946),  this  book  offers  a 
new  approach  to  the  Bauhaus 
artist  and  theorist’s  multifaceted 
life  and  work — an  approach  that 
redefines  the  very  idea  of  bio¬ 
graphical  writing. 

In  Laszlo  Moholy-Nagy,  Louis 
Kaplan  applies  the  Derridean 
deconstructivist  model  of  the 
“signature  effect”  to  an  intellec¬ 
tual  biography  of  a  Constructivist 
artist.  Inhabiting  the  borderline 
between  fife  and  work,  the  book 
demonstrates  how  the  signature 
inscribed  by  “Moholy”  operates 
in  a  double  space,  interweaving 
signified  object  and  signifying 
matter,  autobiography  and 
auto-graphy.  Through  interpre¬ 
tative  readings  of  over  twenty  key 
artistic  and  photographic  works, 
Kaplan  graphically  illustrates 
Moholy’s  signature  effect  in 
action.  He  shows  how  this  effect 
plays  itself  out  in  the  complex  of 
relations  between  artistic  origi¬ 
nality  and  plagiarism,  between 
authorial  identity  and 
anonymity,  as  well  as  in  the 
problematic  status  of  the  work  of 
art  in  the  age  of  technical  repro¬ 
duction.  In  this  way,  the  book 
reveals  how  Moholy’s  artistic 
practice  anticipates  many  of  the 
issues  of  postmodernist  debate 
and  thus  has  particular  relevance 
today.  Consequendy,  Kaplan 
clarifies  the  relationship  between 
avant-garde  Constructivism  and 
contemporary  deconstruction.

An  intimate  look  into  three 
Victorian  photo-settings, 
Pleasures  Taken  considers  ques¬ 
tions  of  loss  and  sexuality  as  they 
are  raised  by  some  of  the  most 
compelling  and  often  misrepre¬ 
sented  photographs  of  the  era: 
Lewis  Carroll’s  photographs  of 
young  girls;  Julia  Margaret 
Cameron’s  photographs  of 
Madonnas;  and  the  photographs 
of  Hannah  Cullwick,  a  “maid  of 
all  work,”  who  had  herself  pic¬ 
tured  in  a  range  of  masquerades, 
from  a  blackened  chimney  sweep 
to  a  bare-chested  Magdalene. 
Reading  these  settings  performa- 
tively,  Carol  Mavor  shifts  the 
focus  toward  the  subjectivity  of 
these  girls  and  women,  and 
toward  herself  as  a  writer. 


Mavor’s  original  approach  to 
these  photographs  emphatically 
sees  sexuality  where  it  has  been 
previously  rendered  invisible. 

She  insists  that  the  sexuality  of 
the  girls  in  Carroll’s  pictures  is 
not  only  present,  but  deserves 
recognition,  respect,  and 
scrutiny.  Similarly,  she  sees  in 
Cameron’s  photographs  of 
sensual  Madonnas  surprising 
visions  of  motherhood  that  out¬ 
strip  both  Victorian  and  con¬ 
temporary  understandings  of  the 
maternal  as  untouchable  and 
inviolate,  without  sexuality. 
Finally  she  shows  how  Hannah 
Cullwick,  posing  in  various 
masquerades  for  her  secret  para¬ 
mour,  emerges  as  a  subject  with 
desires  rather  than  simply  a 
victim  of  her  upper-class  partner. 
Even  when  confronting  the 
darker  areas  of  these  photo¬ 
graphs,  Mavor  perseveres  in  her 
insistence  on  the  pleasures 
taken — by  the  viewer,  by  the 
photographer,  and  often  by  the 
model  herself — in  the  act  of 
imagining  these  sexualities. 
Inspired  by  Roland  Barthes,  and 
drawing  on  other  theorists  such 


as  Julia  Kristeva  and  Luce 
Irigaray,  Mavor  creates  a  text 
that  is  at  once  interdisciplinary, 
personal,  and  profoundly 
pleasurable.

Traditional  jazz  studies  have 
tended  to  see  jazz  in  purely 
musical  terms,  as  a  series  of 
changes  in  rhythm,  tonality,  and 
harmony,  or  as  a  parade  of  great 
players.

Transcending  the  famil¬ 
iar  patterns  of  jazz  history  and 
criticism,  Representing  Jazz  looks 
at  how  the  music  actually  has 
been  heard  and  felt  at  different 
levels  of  American  culture.

When  the  hero  of  Defoe’s  novel 
listens  skeptically  to  this  anec¬ 
dote  related  by  a  French  Roman 
Catholic  priest,  he  little  suspects 
that  in  less  than  a  century  the 
conversion  of  the  Jews  would 
become  nothing  short  of  a 
national  project — not  in  France 
but  in  England.  In  this  book, 
Michael  Ragussis  explores  the 
phenomenon  of  Jewish  conver- 
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sion — the  subject  of  popular 
enthusiasm,  public  scandal, 
national  debate,  and  dubbed 
“the  English  madness”  by  its 
critics — in  Protestant  England 
from  the  1790s  through  the  1870s. 

Moving  beyond  the  familiar 
catalog  of  anti-Semitic  stereo¬ 
types,  Ragussis  analyzes  the 
rhetoric  of  conversion  as  it  was 
reinvented  by  the  English  in 
sermons,  stories  for  the  young, 
histories  of  the  Jews,  memoirs  by 
Jewish  converts,  and  popular 
novels.  Alongside  these  texts  and 
the  countertexts  produced  by 
English  Jews,  he  situates  such 
writers  as  Edgeworth,  Scott, 
Disraeli,  Arnold,  Trollope,  and 
Eliot  within  the  debate  over 
conversion  and  related  issues  of 
race,  gender,  and  nation-forma¬ 
tion.  His  work  reveals  how  a 
powerful  group  of  emergent 
cultural  projects — including  a 
revisionist  tradition  of  the  novel, 
the  new  science  of  ethnology, 
and  the  rewriting  of  European 
history— redefined  English 
national  identity  in  response  to 
the  ideology  of  conversion,  the 
history  of  the  Jews,  and  “the 
Jewish  question.” 

Figures  of  Conversion  offers  an 
entirely  new  way  of  regarding 
Jewish  identity  in  nineteenth- 
century  British  culture  and  will 
be  of  importance  not  only  to 
literary  scholars  but  also  to 
scholars  of  Judaic  and  religious 
studies,  history,  and  cultural 
studies.

Located  at  the  juncture  of  litera¬ 
ture,  history,  and  anthropology, 
Writing  the  Past,  Inscribing  the 
Future  charts  a  strategy  of  how 
one  might  read  a  traditional  text 
of  non-Western  historical  litera¬ 
ture  in  order  to  generate,  with  it, 
an  opening  for  the  future.  This 
book  does  so  by  taking  seriously 
a  haunting  work  of  historical 
prophecy  inscribed  in  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century  by  a  royal 
Javanese  exile — working  through 
this  writing  of  a  colonized  past 
to  suggest  the  reconfiguration  of 
the  postcolonial  future  that  this 
history  itself  apparently  intends. 
After  introducing  the  colonial 
and  postcolonial  orientalist  pro¬ 
jects  that  would  fix  the  meaning 
of  traditional  writing  in  Java, 
Nancy  K.  Florida  provides  a 
nuanced  translation  of  this 
particular  traditional  history,  a 
history  composed  in  poetry  as 
the  dream  of  a  mysterious  exile. 
She  then  undertakes  a  richly 
textured  reading  of  the  poem 
that  discloses  how  it  manages  to 
escape  the  fixing  of  “tradition.” 
Adopting  a  dialogic  strategy  of 
reading,  Florida  writes  to  extend 
— as  the  work’s  Javanese  author 
demands — this  history’s 
prophetic  potential  into  a  more 
global  register. 

Babad  Jaka  Tingkir,  the  historical 
prophecy  that  Writing  the  Past, 
Inscribing  the  Future  translates 
and  reads,  is  uniquely  suited  for 
such  a  study.  Composing  an 
engaging  history  of  the  emer¬ 
gence  of  Islamic  power  in  central 
Java  around  the  turn  of  the 
sixteenth  century,  Babad  Jaka 
Tingkir  was  written  from  the 
vantage  of  colonial  exile  to  con¬ 
test  the  more  dominant  dynastic 
historical  traditions  of  nine¬ 
teenth-century  court  literature. 
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Florida  reveals  how  this  history’s 
episodic  form  and  focus  on  char¬ 
acters  at  the  margins  of  the  social 
order  work  to  disrupt  the 
genealogical  claims  of  conven¬ 
tional  royal  historiography — 
thus  prophetically  to  open  the 
possibility  of  an  alternative 
future.

Having  multiple  wives  was  one 
of  the  mainstays  of  male  privi¬ 
lege  during  the  Ming  and  Qing 
dynasties  of  late  imperial  China. 
Based  on  a  comprehensive  read¬ 
ing  of  eighteenth-century 
Chinese  novels  and  a  theoretical 
approach  grounded  in  poststruc¬ 
turalist,  psychoanalytic,  and 
feminist  criticism,  Misers,  Shrews, 
and  Polygamists  examines  how 
such  privilege  functions  in  these 
novels  and  provides  the  first  full 
account  of  literary  representa¬ 
tions  of  sexuality  and  gender  in 
pre-modern  China. 

In  many  examples  of  rare  erotic 
fiction,  and  in  other  works  as 
well-known  as  Dream  of  the  Red 
Chamber,  Keith  McMahon  iden¬ 
tifies  a  sexual  economy  defined 
by  the  figures  of  the  “miser”  and 
the  “shrew” — caricatures  of  the 
retentive,  self-containing  man 
and  the  overflowing,  male-ener¬ 
vating  woman.  Among  these  and 
other  characters,  the  author 
explores  the  issues  surrounding 
the  practice  of  polygamy,  the 
logic  of  its  overvaluation  of  mas¬ 
culinity,  and  the  nature  of  sexu¬ 
ality  generally  in  Chinese  society. 
How  does  the  man  with  many 
wives  manage  and  justify  his 
sexual  authority?  Why  and  how 
might  he  escape  or  limit  this  pre¬ 
sumed  authority,  sometimes  to 
the  point  of  portraying  himself 
as  abject  before  the  shrewish 
woman?  How  do  women  accom¬ 
modate  or  coddle  the  man,  or 
else  oppose,  undermine,  or 
remold  him?  And  in  what  sense 
does  the  man  place  himself  lower 
than  the  spiritually  and  morally 
superior  woman? 


The  most  extensive  English-lan¬ 
guage  study  of  Chinese  literature 
from  the  eighteenth  century,  this 
examination  of  polygamy  will 
interest  not  only  students  of 
Chinese  history,  culture,  and 
literature  but  also  all  those  con¬ 
cerned  with  histories  of  gender 
and  sexuality.

Carnal  Rhetoric:  Milton’s 
Iconoclasm  and  the 
Poetics  of  Desire 
Lana  Cable 


In  recent  years,  New  Historicists 
have  situated  the  iconoclasm  of 
Milton’s  poetry  and  prose  within 
the  context  of  political,  cultural, 
and  philosophical  discourses 
that  foreshadow  early  modern¬ 
ism.  In  Carnal  Rhetoric,  Lana 
Cable  carries  these  investigations 
further  by  exploring  the  icono¬ 
clastic  impulse  in  Milton’s  works 
through  detailed  analyses  of  his 
use  of  metaphor.  Building  on  a 
provocative  iconoclastic  theory 
of  metaphor,  she  breaks  new 
ground  in  the  area  of  affective 
stylistics,  not  only  as  it  pertains 
to  the  writings  of  Milton  but  also 
to  all  expressive  language. 

Cable  traces  the  development  of 
Milton’s  iconoclastic  poetics 
from  its  roots  in  the  antiprelati- 
cal  tracts,  through  the  divorce 
tracts  and  Areopagitica,  to  its 
fullest  dramatic  representation 


in  Eikonoklastes  and  Samson 
Agonistes.  Arguing  that,  like 
every  creative  act,  metaphor  is 
by  nature  a  radical  and  self- 
transgressing  agent  of  change, 
she  explores  the  site  where 
metaphoric  language  and  imagi¬ 
native  desire  merge.  Examining 
the  demands  Milton  places  on 
metaphor,  particularly  his 
emphasis  on  language  as  a 
vehicle  for  mortal  redemption, 
Cable  demonstrates  the  ways  in 
which  metaphor  acts  for  him  as 
that  creative  and  radical  agent  of 
change.  In  the  process,  she 
reveals  Milton’s  engagement,  at 
the  deepest  levels  of  linguistic 
creativity,  with  the  early  modern 
commitment  to  an  imaginative 
and  historic  remaking  of  the 
world. 

An  insightful  and  synthetic 
book,  Carnal  Rhetoric  will  appeal 
to  scholars  of  English  literature, 
Milton,  and  the  Renaissance,  as 
well  as  to  those  with  an  interest 
in  the  theory  of  affective  stylistics 
as  it  pertains  to  reader-response 
criticism,  semantics,  epistemol¬ 
ogy,  and  the  philosophy  and 
psychology  of  language.

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Narrating  the  Past: 
Fiction  and 
Historiography  in 
Postwar  Spain

The  relationship  between  fiction 
and  historiography  in  Francoist 
Spain  (1939-1975)  is  a  conten¬ 
tious  one.  The  intricacies  of  this 
relationship,  in  which  fiction 
works  to  subvert  the  regime’s 
authority  to  write  the  past,  are 
the  focus  of  David  K.  Herzberger’s 
book. 

The  narrative  and  rhetorical 
strategies  of  historical  discourse 
figure  in  both  the  fiction  and 
historiography  of  postwar  Spain. 
Elerzberger  analyzes  these  strate¬ 
gies,  identifying  the  structures 
and  vocabularies  they  use  to 
frame  the  past  and  endow  it  with 
particular  meanings.  He  shows 
how  Francoist  historians  sought 
to  affirm  the  historical  necessity 
of  Franco  by  linking  the  regime 
to  a  heroic  and  Christian  past, 
while  several  types  of  postwar 
fiction — such  as  social  realism, 
the  novel  of  memory,  and  post¬ 
modern  novels — created  a  voice 
of  opposition  to  this  practice. 
Focusing  on  the  concept  of  writ¬ 
ing  history  that  these  opposing 
strategies  convey,  Herzberger 
discloses  the  layering  of  truth 
and  meaning  that  lies  at  the 
heart  of  postwar  Spanish  narra¬ 
tive  from  the  early  1940s  to  the 
fall  of  Franco.  His  study  clearly 
reveals  how  the  novel  in  postwar 
Spain  became  a  crucial  form  of 
dissent  from  the  past  as  it  was 
conceived  and  used  by  the  State. 
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Making  a  decisive  intervention 
in  the  debate  about  the  ways  in 
which  narration  determines  both 
the  meaning  and  truth  of  history 
and  fiction,  Narrating  the  Past 
will  be  of  special  interest  to  stu¬ 
dents  and  scholars  of  the  politics, 
history,  and  literature  of 
twentieth-century  Spain.

Readers  have  been  schooled  to 
see  nineteenth-century  Russian 
literature  as  the  summit  of  social 
and  psychological  realism.  But  in 
the  work  of  writers  from 
Pushkin  to  Chekhov,  Michael  C. 
Finke  discloses  a  pervasive  self- 
referentiality,  a  running  com¬ 
mentary  on  the  literary  conven¬ 
tions  these  texts  seem  so  wholly 
to  embody.  Metapoesis  examines 
how — and  more  importantly, 
why — a  series  of  major  Russian 
authors  spanning  the  nineteenth 
century  inscribed  commentary 
on  their  own  poetics  into  their 
works  of  drama,  narrative  poetry, 
and  fiction.  As  he  explores  the 
process  of  metapoesis  in  these 
works,  Finke  reveals  its  commu¬ 
nicative  function  in  its  time  and 
its  interpretive  value  in  our  own. 

Jakobsonian  poetics  provides  the 
framework  for  this  approach, 
though  Finke  also  draws  freely 
upon  a  number  of  contemporary 
literary  theorists.  After  elucidat¬ 
ing  the  meaning  of  metapoesis 
in  works  by  Pushkin,  Gogol,  and 
Chernyshevsky,  he  reveals  its 
covert  functioning  in  such 
masterpieces  of  realism  as 
Dostoevsky’s  The  Idiot,  Tolstoy’s 
Anna  Karenina,  and  Chekhov’s 
“The  Steppe.”  The  result  is  a  new 
interpretation  and  deeper  under¬ 
standing  of  these  particular 
works,  which  in  turn  reorient 
our  understanding  of  linguistic 
and  literary  “codes”  and  of  the 
Russian  literary  tradition  itself. 

Of  special  interest  to  scholars  of 
Russian  literature,  Metapoesis 
will  also  appeal  to  a  broad  range 
of  readers  and  students  of  com¬ 
parative  literature,  literary 
theory,  and  poetics.

In  this  brilliantly  combative 
study,  Robyn  Wiegman 
challenges  contemporary  cliches 
about  race  and  gender,  a  formu¬ 
lation  that  is  itself  a  cliche  in 
need  of  questioning.  As  part  of 
what  she  calls  her  “feminist 
disloyalty,”  she  turns  a  critical, 
even  skeptical,  eye  on  current 
debates  about  multiculturalism 
and  “difference”  while  simulta¬ 
neously  exposing  the  many  ways 
in  which  white  racial 
supremacy  has  been 
reconfigured  since  the 
institutional  demise  of 
segregation.  Most  of  all, 
she  examines  the 
hypocrisy  and  contradic¬ 
toriness  of  over  a  century 
of  narratives  that  posit 
Anglo-Americans  as  heroic 
agents  of  racism’s  decline. 
Whether  assessing  Uncle 
Tom’s  Cabin,  lynching, 
Leslie  Fiedler’s  racialist 
mapping  of  the  American 
novel,  the  Black  Power 
movement  of  the  60s,  80s 
buddy  films,  or  the  novels  of 
Richard  Wright  and  Toni 
Morrison,  Wiegman  unflinch- 
I  ingly  confronts  the  paradoxes 
of  both  racism  and  antiracist 
agendas,  including  those 
advanced  from  a  feminist 
perspective. 

American  Anatomies  takes  the 
long  view:  What  epistemological 
frameworks  allowed  the  West, 
from  the  Renaissance  forward, 
to  schematize  racial  and  gender 
differences  and  to  create  social 
hierarchies  based  on  these  differ¬ 
ences?  How  have  those  episte¬ 
mological  regimes  changed — 
and  not  changed — over  time? 
Where  are  we  now?  With  pains¬ 
taking  care,  political  passion, 
and  intellectual  daring,  Wiegman 
analyzes  the  biological  and  cul¬ 
tural  bases  of  racial  and  gender 
bias  in  order  to  reinvigorate  the 


discussion  of  identity  politics. 

She  concludes  that,  for  very 
different  reasons,  identity  proves 
to  be  dangerous  to  minority  and 
majority  alike.

In  The  Errant  Art  of  ‘’Moby- 
Dick,”  one  of  America’s  most 
distinguished  critics  reexamines 
Melville’s  monumental  novel 
and  turns  the  occasion  into  a 
meditation  on  the  history  and 
implications  of  canon  formation. 
In  Moby-Dick — a  work  virtually 
ignored  and  discredited  at  the 
time  of  its  publication — William 
V.  Spanos  uncovers  a  text 
remarkably  suited  as  a  founda¬ 
tion  for  a  “New  Americanist” 
critique  of  the  ideology  based  on 
Puritan  origins  that  was  codified 
in  the  canon  established  by  “Old 
Americanist”  critics  from  F.  O. 
Matthiessen  to  Lionel  Trilling. 
But  Spanos  also  shows,  with  the 
novel  still  as  his  focus,  the  limita¬ 
tions  of  this  “New  Americanist” 
discourse  and  its  failure  to  escape 
the  totalizing  imperial  perspec¬ 
tive  it  finds  in  its  predecessor. 

Combining  Heideggerian  ontol¬ 
ogy  with  a  sociopolitical  perspec¬ 
tive  derived  primarily  from 
Foucault,  the  reading  of  Moby- 
Dick  that  forms  the  center  of  this 
book  demonstrates  that  the  tra¬ 
ditional  identification  of 
Melville’s  novel  as  a  “romance” 
renders  it  complicitous  in  the 
discourse  of  the  Cold  War.  At 
the  same  time,  Spanos  shows 
how  New  Americanist  criticism 
overlooks  the  degree  to  which 
Moby-Dick  anticipates  not  only 
America’s  self-representation  as 
the  savior  of  the  world  against 
communism,  but  also  the  emer¬ 
gent  postmodern  and  anti -impe¬ 
rial  discourse  deployed  against 
such  an  image.  Spanos’s  critique 
reveals  the  extraordinary  rele¬ 
vance  of  Melville’s  novel  as  a 
post-Cold  War  text,  foreshadow¬ 
ing  not  only  the  self-destructive 
end  of  the  historical  formation 
of  the  American  cultural  identity 


in  the  genocidal  assault  on 
Vietnam,  but  also  the  reac¬ 
tionary  labeling  of  the  current 
era  as  “the  end  of  history.” 

This  provocative  and  challenging 
study  presents  not  only  a  new 
view  of  the  development  of  liter¬ 
ary  history  in  the  United  States, 
but  a  devastating  critique  of  the 
genealogy  of  ideology  in  the 
American  cultural  establishment.

In  this  celebrated  analysis  of 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne,  Michael  J.

First  published  in  1940  and  long 
out  of  print,  Fernando  Ortiz’s 
classic  work,  Cuban  Counter¬ 
point,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
most  important  books  of  Latin 
American  and  Caribbean  intel¬ 
lectual  history.  Ortiz’s  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  impact  of  sugar  and 
tobacco  on  Cuban  society  is 
unquestionably  the  cornerstone 
of  Cuban  studies  and  a  key 
source  for  work  on  Caribbean 
culture  generally.  Though  written 
over  fifty  years  ago,  Ortiz’s  study 
of  the  formation  of  a  national 
culture  in  this  region  has 
significant  implications  for  con¬ 
temporary  postcolonial  studies. 

Ortiz  presents  his  understanding 
of  Cuban  history  in  two  comple¬ 
mentary  sections  written  in 
contrasting  styles:  a  playful 
allegorical  tale  narrated  as  a 
counterpoint  between  tobacco 
and  sugar  and  a  historical  analy¬ 
sis  of  their  development  as  the 
central  agricultural  products  of 
the  Cuban  economy.  Treating 
tobacco  and  sugar  both  as  agri¬ 
cultural  commodities  and  as 
social  characters  in  a  historical 
process,  he  examines  changes  in 
their  roles  as  the  result  of  trans- 
culturation.  His  work  shows 
how  transculturation,  a  critical 
category  Ortiz  developed  to 
grasp  the  complex  transforma¬ 


tion  of  cultures  brought  together 
in  the  crucible  of  colonial  and 
imperial  histories,  can  be  used  to 
illuminate  not  only  the  history  of 
Cuba,  but,  more  generally,  that 
of  America  as  well. 

This  new  edition  includes  an 
introductory  essay  by  Fernando 
Coronil  that  provides  a  contra¬ 
puntal  reading  of  the  relation¬ 
ship  between  Ortiz’s  book  and 
its  original  introduction  by  the 
renowned  anthropologist 
Bronislaw  Malinowski.  Arguing 
for  a  distinction  between  theory 
production  and  canon  formation, 
Coronil  demonstrates  the  value 
of  Ortiz’s  book  for  anthropology 
as  well  as  Cuban,  Caribbean,  and 
Latin  American  studies,  and 
shows  Ortiz  to  be  newly  relevant 
to  contemporary  debates  about 
modernity,  postmodernism,  and 
postcoloniality.

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The  Postmodernism 
Debate  in  Latin  America

Postmodernism  may  seem  a 
particularly  inappropriate  term 
when  used  in  conjunction  with  a 
region  that  is  usually  thought  of 
as  having  only  recently,  and  then 
unevenly,  acceded  to  modernity. 
Yet  in  the  last  several  years  the 
concept  has  risen  to  the  top  of 
the  agenda  of  cultural  and  politi¬ 
cal  debate  in  Latin  America. 

This  collection  explores  the  Latin 
American  engagement  with 
postmodernism,  less  to  present  a 
regional  variant  of  the  concept 
than  to  situate  it  in  a  transna¬ 
tional  framework.  Recognizing 
that  postmodernism  in  Latin 
America  can  only  inaccurately  be 
thought  of  as  having  traveled 
from  an  advanced  capitalist 
“center”  to  arrive  at  a  still 
dependent  neocolonial  “periph¬ 
ery,”  the  contributors  share  the 
assumption  that  postmodernism 
is  itself  about  the  dynamics  of 
interaction  between  local  and 
metropolitan  cultures  in  a  global 
system  in  which  the  center- 
periphery  model  has  begun  to 
break  down.  These  essays  exam¬ 
ine  the  ways  in  which  postmod¬ 
ernism  not  only  designates  the 
effects  of  this  transnationalism 
in  Latin  America,  but  also  regis¬ 
ters  the  cultural  and  political 
impact  on  an  increasingly  simul¬ 
taneous  global  culture  of  a  Latin 
America  struggling  with  its  own 
set  of  postcolonial  contingencies, 
particularly  the  crisis  of  its  polit¬ 
ical  left,  the  dominance  of 
neoliberal  economic  models,  and 
the  new  challenges  and  possibili¬ 
ties  opened  by  democratization. 

With  new  essays  on  the  dynamics 
of  Brazilian  culture,  the  relation¬ 
ship  between  postmodernism  and 
Latin  American  feminism,  post¬ 
modernism  and  imperialism,  and 
the  implications  of  postmodernist 
theory  for  social  policy,  as  well  as 


the  text  of  the  Declaration  from 
the  Lacandon  Jungle  of  the 
Zapatatista  National  Liberation 
Army,  this  expanded  edition  of 
boundary  2  will  interest  not  only 
Latin  Americanists,  but  scholars 
in  all  disciplines  concerned  with 
theories  of  the  postmodern.

The  language  of  Jamaican  popu¬ 
lar  culture — its  folklore,  idioms, 
music,  poetry,  song — even  when 
written  is  based  on  a  tradition  of 
sound,  an  orality  that  has  often 
been  denigrated  as  not  worthy  of 
serious  study.  In  Noises  in  the 
Blood,  Carolyn  Cooper  critically 
examines  the  dismissed  discourse 
of  Jamaica’s  vibrant  popular  cul¬ 
ture  and  reclaims  these  cultural 
forms,  both  oral  and  textual, 
from  an  undeserved  neglect. 

Cooper’s  exploration  of  Jamaican 
popular  culture  covers  a  wide 
range  of  topics,  including  Bob 
Marley’s  lyrics,  the  performance 
poetry  of  Louise  Bennett,  Mikey 
Smith,  and  Jean  Binta  Breeze, 
Michael  Thelwell’s  novelization 
of  The  Harder  They  Come,  the 
Sistren  Theater  Collective’s 
Lionheart  Gal,  and  the  vitality  of 
the  Jamaican  DJ  culture.  Her 
analysis  of  this  cultural  “noise” 
conveys  the  powerful  and  evoca¬ 
tive  content  of  these  writers  and 
performers  and  emphasizes  their 
contribution  to  an  undervalued 
Caribbean  identity.  Making  the 


connection  between  this  orality, 
the  feminized  Jamaican  “mother 
tongue,”  and  the  characterization 
of  this  culture  as  low  or  coarse  or 
vulgar,  she  incorporates  issues  of 
gender  into  her  postcolonial 
perspective.  Cooper  powerfully 
argues  that  these  contemporary 
vernacular  forms  must  be  recog¬ 
nized  as  genuine  expressions  of 
Jamaican  culture  and  as  expres¬ 
sions  of  resistance  to  marginal¬ 
ization,  racism,  and  sexism. 

With  its  focus  on  the  continuum 
of  oral/textual  performance  in 
Jamaican  culture,  Noises  in  the 
Blood,  vividly  and  stylishly  writ¬ 
ten,  offers  a  distinctive  approach 
to  Caribbean  cultural  studies.

Neither  Cargo  nor  Cult: 
Ritual  Politics  and  the 
Colonial  Imagination 
in  Fiji

In  the  1880s  an  oracle  priest, 
Navosavakadua,  mobilized 
Fijians  of  the  hinterlands  against 
the  encroachment  of  both 
Fijian  chiefs  and  British  coloniz¬ 
ers.  British  officials  called  the 
movement  the  Tuka  cult,  imag¬ 
ining  it  as  a  contagious  super¬ 
stition  that  had  to  be  stopped. 
Navosavakadua  and  many  of  his 
followers,  deemed  “dangerous 
and  disaffected  natives,”  were 
exiled.  Scholars  have  since  made 
Tuka  the  standard  example  of 
the  Pacific  cargo  cult,  describing 
it  as  a  millenarian  movement  in 
which  dispossessed  islanders 
sought  Western  goods  by  magical 
means.  In  this  study  of  colonial 
and  postcolonial  Fiji,  Martha 
Kaplan  examines  the  effects  of 
narratives  made  real  and  traces 
a  complex  history  that  began 
neither  as  a  search  for  cargo,  nor 
as  a  cult. 

Engaging  Fijian  oral  history  and 
texts  as  well  as  colonial  records, 
Kaplan  resituates  Tuka  in  the 
flow  of  indigenous  Fijian  history¬ 
making  and  rereads  the  archives 
for  an  ethnography  of  British 
colonizing  power.  Proposing 


neither  unchanging  indigenous 
culture  nor  the  inevitable  hege¬ 
mony  of  colonial  power,  she 
describes  the  dialogic  relation¬ 
ship  between  plural,  contesting, 
and  changing  articulations  of 
both  Fijian  and  colonial  culture. 

A  remarkable  enthnographic 
account  of  power  and  meaning, 
Neither  Cargo  nor  Cult  addresses 
compelling  questions  within 
anthropological  theory.  It  will 
attract  a  wide  audience  among 
those  interested  in  colonial  and 
postcolonial  societies,  ritual  and 
religious  movements,  hegemony 
and  resistance,  and  the  Pacific 
Islands.

Ekaterina  Romanovna  Dashkova 
(1743-1810),  Russian  princess, 
playwright,  author,  President  of 
the  Academy  of  Sciences,  and 
founder  and  Director  of  the 
Russian  Academy,  was  one  of  the 
first  women  in  Europe  to  hold 
public  office.  Her  memoir, 
among  the  earliest  examples  of 
autobiography  in  Russia,  is  part 
of  what  has  become  a  long  and 
powerful  tradition  of  autobio¬ 
graphical  writing  by  Russian 
women.  It  offers  a  rare  glimpse 
into  the  life  of  a  strong  and  out¬ 
spoken  public  figure  who  was 
well  recognized  in  much  of  her 
own  time  for  her  potent  intellect 
but  who  died  in  isolation  and 
has  largely  been  forgotten  today. 

Originally  written  in  French,  first 
published  in  English,  and  long 
out  of  print,  Dashkova’s 
Memoirs  tell  the  story  of  a 
woman  who  at  age  eighteen 
played  an  important  role  in  the 
coup  that  brought  Catherine  the 
Great  to  the  throne.  The  rela¬ 
tionship  between  these  two 
women,  often  tense,  is  a  central 
theme  throughout  this  story. 
Dashkova,  occupying  the  highly 
unusual  position  of  both 
stateswoman  and  mother,  also 
reveals  her  own  path  between 
the  demands  and  limitations  of 
the  “private”  and  “public” 
spheres  of  her  society.  She  pro¬ 
vides  a  view  of  the  expectations 
of  Russian  aristocratic  women, 
the  possibilities  available  to 
them,  and  the  ways  in  which 
gender  roles  were  conceived  in 
the  eighteenth  century. 

With  a  new  introduction  by 
Jehanne  M  Gheith,  The  Memoirs 
of  Princess  Dashkova  will  renew 
interest  in  the  life  of  a  fascinating 
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woman  for  students  of  Russian 
history,  women’s  studies,  and 
eighteenth-century  studies.  It 
will  be  a  significant  text  for  those 
engaged  in  the  cross-cultural 
study  of  the  traditions  of  wom¬ 
en’s  autobiographical  writing.

In  The  Reincarnation  of  Russia, 
John  Lowenhardt  presents  the 
first  in-depth  analysis  of  the  ini¬ 
tial  and  crucial  stages  of  Russia’s 
new  statehood.

Toward  what  end  does  the  U.S. 
government  support  science  and 
technology?  How  do  the  legacies 
and  institutions  of  the  past  con¬ 
strain  current  efforts  to  restruc¬ 
ture  federal  research  policy?  Not 
since  the  end  of  World  War  II 
have  these  questions  been  so 
pressing,  as  scientists  and  policy¬ 
makers  debate  anew  the  desir¬ 
ability  and  purpose  of  a  federal 
agenda  for  funding  research. 
Probing  the  values  that  have 
become  embodied  in  the  postwar 
federal  research  establishment. 
Politics  on  the  Endless  Frontier 
clarifies  the  terms  of  these 
debates  and  reveals  what  is  at 
stake  in  attempts  to  reorganize 
that  establishment. 


Although  it  ended  up  as  only 
one  among  a  host  of  federal 
research  policymaking  agencies, 
the  National  Science  Foundation 
was  originally  conceived  as  cen¬ 
tral  to  the  federal  research  policy¬ 
making  system.  Kleinman’s 
historical  examination  of  the 
National  Science  Foundation 
exposes  the  sociological  and 
political  workings  of  the  system, 
particularly  the  way  in  which  a 
small  group  of  elite  scientists 
shaped  the  policymaking  process 
and  defined  the  foundation’s 
structure  and  future.  Beginning 
with  Vannevar  Bush’s  1945 
manifesto  The  Endless  Frontier, 
Kleinman  explores  elite  and 
populist  visions  for  a  postwar 
research  policy  agency  and 
shows  how  the  structure  of  the 
American  state  led  to  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  fragmented  and 
uncoordinated  system  for  federal 
research  policymaking.  His  book 
concludes  with  an  analysis  of 
recent  efforts  to  reorient 
research  policy  and  to  remake 
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federal  policymaking  institutions 
in  light  of  the  current  “crisis”  of 
economic  competitiveness. 

A  particularly  timely  study, 
Politics  on  the  Endless  Frontier 
will  be  of  interest  to  historians 
and  sociologists  of  science  and 
technology  and  to  science  policy 
analysts.
